The beauty of the AuSable River is legendary, dating back to the 
French trappers who named it. Originally it was utilized by the 
Indians and trappers to traverse the Lower Peninsula in conjunction 
with Lake Margrethe and the Manistee River. 

Ihe uses of the river have changed over the years. The AuSable 
became a means of transporting lumber during the logging era 
around the turn of the century. Today the river is a source of renown 
trout 'shing and is the most canoed river in Michigan with over 
100,000 canoeists using its recreational facilities each year. This 
phenomenal amount of traffic has creaied an industry in inis area 
4s well as some serious environmental problems. 

To quote from a 1965 study of the AuSable published oy a group 
trom the University of Michigan, “Control of littering is an absolute 
of the river are to be preserved. 

is beyond the scope of this 
paper.” This was 12 years ago. Since then the river use has doubled 
and only slowly is the reaction to this problem become a locai 
concern 

Youth Services ran 4 pilot Clean up program tast year that took 86 
fifty five gallon bags of garbage out of the river between town and 
Wakeley’s. This year the program has been expanded to include the 
negiected Manistee River. the Lake Marqrethe shoreline as well as 
the AuSable.

As assessed by a recent study conducted by Youth Services. the 
AuSable has at least 30. fifty-five gallon bags of trash in it and on 
its Danks between Grayling & Stephans Bridge. This same area was 
claaned thoroughly tast August.

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Construction Plans Continue at Kirtland 


By Rod Deniey 

Kirtland Community College 
has decided to proceed to the 
next step in the possible 
construction of a $2 million 
Ganeral Services Rullding (GSB) 
for ihe uglege. 

Thursday nignt the college 
board also approved a bid for 
the construction of a $65,000 
maintenance building for the 
school. 

The GSB is still a !ong way 
from the actual construction 
stages. What the board did in 
their meeting was approve a 
resolution which gave the col- 
Jege staff the go ahead to 
sunmit revised plans for the 
Project to the appropriate units 
at state government in order ta 
make formal applications for 
state funding in support for the 
project. The motion also ap- 
proved the payment of $1,000 to 
Wakeley - Kushner Associaies, 


the architects who did the 
redesign of ine drawings for the 
Project. 

College officiais told the 
board that there was overcrowd- 
ina in many areas of the college 
ai the present lime. Accarding 
to a program siatement on the 
proposed project the space for 
expansion is available but is 
being taken up by many other 
college offices and administra- 
tive uses. This included the 
admissions office, maintenance 
facilites, central printing and 
shipping and receiving. 

Board members were con- 
cerned if this was a good time 
to hiild mre not mut it was 
pointed out to them by college 
Staff that this was one of the 
tew areas in Michigan which 
was experiencing heavy growth 
patterns and increased student 
population. They explained that 
the college must expand not 


onty to accommodate the pre- 
sent student population but to 
be ready for future student 
growth as well. According to 
the program statement on the 
new proposed building the 
college, "...has experienced a 
steady and continous growth 
during the past 10 years while 
meeting the responsibilities of 
serving this area, the communi- 
lies within it and the students. 

During those years, there has 
been a continous increase in 
programs and student popula- 
tion.” Staff officials pointed out 
that the college has not expand- 
ed on campus at all during the 
last five years but instead has 
utilized the space available until 
the growth has “...reachad a 
point wnere tnis i$ no ionger a 
practical solution. Thare is now 
a definite need for increased 
classroom space, laboraties, 
and other services not available 


due to overcrowding throughout 
the campus. The program state- 
ment goes on to say,: "This 
overcrowding has meant that 
business, administrative, main- 
tenance, and warehouse facill- 
ties ate laiking space that was 
originally designed for clasa- 
rooms, study room, library 
facilities, and laboratories.” 

“The proposed GSB will 
relieve many of these problems 
by freeing up space originally 
designed for student educa- 
tional use on campus.” 

Tha new building if it reaches 
final stages of grant approval 
and is constructed will contain 
a larga classroom area for 
teaching secretarial sciences 
and business accounting. On 
the same level will be two farge 
classrooms for the art depart- 
ment of the school. This will

it was a forest fire and not just 
someone burning ieaves,” said 
Dean of Instruction Garnet 
Stewart. "They rushed back to 
their class and got instructor 
Don Fenton, natural resources 
teacher for the college. 

“We piled in the car and drove 

down into the back of the 
campus and sure enough there 
was a blaze burning back 
there,” he said later. Fenton 
added that the student attacked 
the blaze with rakes and shovels 
while others placed calls to the 
Department of Natural Resour- 
ces and tried to get as much 
help as they couid. 
“When we first found it it nad 
spread to about an acre and a 
half. We did our best and 
attacked it with rakes and 
shovels. It was really too much 
for us to handle but we did our 
best until the ONR arrived,” said 
Fenton. “We fought it where we 
could. In many places it was 
torching up through the pine 
trees and we were helpless to 
stop it. The underbrush was so 
thick it was impossible to get at 
with hand tools." 

The fire burned about ten 
acres in a lowland area near the 
edge of the campus. Not only 
did it pose a potential threat to 
campus buildings but 10 fami- 
lies also live nearby the fire site

Rev 2:18-29 

Our Lord Jesus Christ speaks * 
as “the Son of God, who hath 
his eyes like unto a flame of 
fire, and his feet are like tine 
brass," in addressing the Chur- 
ch of Ihyatira. “Eyes like unto a 
flame of tire” speaks of inteili- 
gent, penetrating, puritying jud- 
gment which the wisdom of god 
has directed. 

Christ commends the Church 
tor her works, love, patience 
and faith, verse 19. Works are 
stressed within the context 
implying that the Church was 
very active in serving god by 
good works.

nd tax bill passed for this area. ; ; y 
7 For eany wears the state paid 50 cents an acre in taxes for all : 4 
their recreational lands of the north. A bill introduced by State 
Senator Robert Davis got the state to increase their amount paid by 
a grand total of eight cents. It went up to 54 cents this year and will ; 
reach 58 cents in 1979 and then that is it. If you happen to own an 
acre beside an acre of state land you will be happy te know your 
neighbor ihe state is cayina a qrand total of §8 canis while you are 1 
probably paying an average of $4.50 for a piece Of property aout 
the same size. That is without buildings and improvements. 

The state has 154,068 of those one acre parcels kicking around 
right now as well as 30,000 acres of military land which is 3 federal 
concern. If just the state payed taxes jike tie resi at us thore would 
be $133,057 in extra revenue for this county, If military and federal 
lands are added into that picture there would be an increase into 
county revenues of $1,047,411. These tigures were supplied by the 
equalization department of Crawford County, They say they are 
based on conservative tax assessments for this area. Full payment 
of those kind of taxes by the state instead of the present swamp tax 
would as one man said "...break the budget of the state.” 

Howaver when taxes afe going up in this area state aid for 
schools keeps going down and down and !ocal school otficiais 
predict that within two years there will be no state aid at all. That 
jeaves jvcai iaxpayers {att cf us} with three avenues. Cut se.vice : 
and education to the point of neglect or pay more taxes out of our ‘ 
pockets or do something abgut it. : 

We can ail sit around and point the finger at a lot of focal groups } 
and say "they are the culprit for increased taxes.” The real problem ; 
seems to be high assessments based on continual reassessment ; 
by the state coupled with the unwillingness of the state to pay even 
a pittance of what they think we shauld pay for the same land. 

The sir hing is that below town line 16 (draw a line west 

from Bay City) the state pays true advalorem taxes on state land. 
For every acre below that line the state pays exactly what everyone 
else around pays. Nice to know that in the areas where there is lots 
of money for education and other services the state throws in some 
extra. Up north where people are really hurting they pay 58 cents an 
acre: maximum. 

Now to get back to those politicians. The only reason Ihe first bill 
was ever introduced was because local people back then got + 
together and started writing petitions to get an increase. Lo and 
behold along came a bill. 6

get your name on a petition. a letter to a politician or your rear end 
out to a few meetings. A 12 cent stamp is a lot cheaper than ten 
times that amount on your tax bill. .
